W ith the exception of Taylor the men 
got off quickly on the firing: of the 
pistol and Robins sprinted in front, 
taking the pole from ("arpenter, who 
was just behind, with Halswelle trail­ 
ing along beside hitn. 
It looked like 
anybody’s race as they approached the 
last 
turn, 
the three leaders 
b ing 
bunched. 
Their i pu it 
for the fèvia I 
hundred yards was just begun when 
•uddenly one of the officials rush* 1 
onto the track, the tape across the 
finish was torn down and the race was 
declared void. 
It was hard for a time 
to understand what had occurred, but 
the ofli< ial pronouncement was that 
Carpenter had fouled Halswelle at the 
turn. 
Everybody close to the spot had no­ 
ticed that the th re e m en had swerved 
toward the outside of the track a> 
they came around the bend at a terri­ 
fic pace but there were no signs of a 
deliberate foul visible to those in the 
press stand. 


U p ro a r F o llo w e d Decision. 


An uproar follow?d Riich as seldom 
or never was witnessed on an athletic 
field.

Lancaster, Pa., July 24.—Detective 
Edwin M. Gerlach shot and killed a 
negro burglar north of this c]ty In a 
desperate pfsto! $gh?.

night the clothing stone of Wolf & 
Yoffe at Mount Joy, near here, was 
robbed 
of

worth of goods and the robbers, two 
negroes, were traced to Landisvllle, 
where they shipped the stolen goods 
to Philadelphia. 
A posse followed the 
negroes to Rohrerstown, when the ne­ 
groes drove back the pursuers at the 
point of their revolvers. 
Notice of the affair was sent to this 
city with a description of the negroes, 
and Detectives Gerlach and Charles E. 
Broome were sent out and found them 
under p. railroad bridge north of the 
city. 
Each covered a negro with his 
revolver and Broome managed to cap­ 
ture and handcuff the sm aller of the 
two, who gave his name as Joe Brown 
of Baltimore. 
In the meantim e Gerlach was hav­ 
ing a desperate struggle with the oth­ 
er man and was getting the worst of 
It when Broome attempted to go to 
his 
assistance.

quickly drew a revolver and fired at 
Broome, to whom he w’as handcuffed, 
but m issed. 
Brown wras disposed of 
with a black jack. 
The other negro, 
who had Gerlach down, also drew his 
revolver and fired tw ice at the pros­ 
trated detective, both bullets going 
wide. 
Gerlach managed to get his re­ 
volver and shot four tim es at the ne­ 
gro, each bullet taking effect, three in 
the breast and one in the back.

though fatally wounded, the burglar 
drew a second revolver and tried to 
shoot Gerlach, but dropped over dead 
before he could raise the weapon.

dent would regard It as a gross mis 
carriage of justice If through any tech­ 
nicalities of any kind the defendant 
escaped the punishment which would 
have unquestionably been meted out 
to any weaker defendant

offense.

president will do everything in his' 
power to avert or prevent such m is­ 
carriage of justice. With this purpose 
in view the president has directed the 
attorney general to bring Into consul­ 
tation Mr. Frank B. Kellogg In the 
m a tte r and to do everything possible 
to bring the offenders to justice.’’

Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 24.—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt has announced in un­ 
mistakable terms the determination 
of the administration to proceed with 
the prosecution of the Standard Oil 
case despite the decision adverse tc 
the government handed down by the 
United States circuit court of appeals 
This decision, the president thinks 
in no way affects the merits of the 
case, and he makes known his de 
cl8lon to cause the action to be 
brought again before the courts in 
such shape if possible to prevent tech 
nlcalities Interfering with a decision 
based upon the actual Issues involved. 
The statem ent In the matter, made 
public by Secretary Loeb, follows: 
‘T he president has directed the at 
torney general to Immediately take 
steps for the retrial of the Standard 
Oil case. 
The reversal of the decision 
of the lower court does not in any 
shape or way touch the merits of the 
case, except insofar as the size of the 
fine Is concerned. There is absolute 
ly no question of the guilt of the de 
fendants or of the exceptionally gravt 
character of the offense. The presi­ 
dent. would regard it as a gross mis­ 
carriage of justice if through any tech­ 
nicalities of any kind the defendant 
escaped the punishment which would 
have unquestionably been meted out 
to any weaker defendant who had 
been 
guilty of such 
offense. 
The 
president will do everything In his 
power to avert or prevent such mis­ 
carriage of justice. With this purpose 
in view the president has directed the 
attorney general to bring into consul­ 
tation Mr. Frank B. Kellogg in the 
m atter and to do everything possible 
to bring the offenders to justice.”

It is certainly as cheap 
or cheaper than we can possibly pro­ 
duce the current unless we have water 
power of our own.

If such a cup were offered 
all the leading yachtsmen in Europe 
would surely have to try for the prize, 
and personally I’ll agree to build twe 
boats and have the better of the two 
at the starting buoy when the gun if 
fired. 
“To win a trophy such ns 1 suggest 
would satisfy me equally as well as lift 
ing the America's cup. because snob 
a prize would he as truly national fot 
America ns the America’s cup, which 
you will recall, was originally the 
Queen’s cup. 
I am sure the [»resident 
would readily fall In with this idea 
with his love and desire for the promo 
tlon of sport, and what more fitting 
final for the sporting side of his presi 
deucy could there be than donating a 
national cup for international yacht 
racing? 
This suggestion 1 make con 
tingently and entirely in the Interest 
of sport. 
“If the New York Yacht club feels 
it cannot consistently interpret the 
deed of gift more elastically and per 
mlt contestants for the America's cup 
to build yachts under the universal 
rule drafted by Herreshoff and en 
forced In the New’ York Yacht club’» 
racing 
and 
every 
other 
important 
yacht club in the United States, the 
holders of the America's cup might a« 
well hermetically seal the trophy in 
their safe, for while men, like myself 
who have money to build yachts may 
have an earnest desire to challenge 
reputable designers cannot be found 
in Europe who will undertake a com 
mission to plan a boat under the old 
scow* or freak design. 
“If, as I say, the New York Yacht 
club feels bound to refuse challenger?

er. 
If we can get water power of our 
own here at home we should do so, but 
if not this seems a happy solution of 
the question. 
It is certainly as cheap 
or cheaper than we can possibly pro­ 
duce the current unless we have water 
power of our own.

Gettysburg, Pa., July 24.—-As a re­ 
sult

storm 
which passed over the encampment of 
the national guard of Pennsylvania 
three troopers were killed and twenty- 
six others were seriously Injured. 
Lieutenant Colonel Louis E. Beltler 
of Philadelphia, a member of the staff 
of Governor Stuart, came to this place 
from the camp and made the official 
announcement.

LIBERTIES ARE CURTAILED 


PANIC REI6NS IN THE CAMP 


Visitors and Members of tbs Ptnnsyl- 


vadis Militia Bscams Panic Stricken 


During Qals— Men of tho Second 


Brigade Forced to Swim to Safety. 


Gettysburg, Pa., July 24.—As a re­ 
sult of a severe electrical atorm 
which passed over the encampment of 
the national guard of Pennsylvania 
three troopers were killed and twenty- 
six others were seriously Injured. 
Lieutenant Colonel Louis E. Beltler 
of Philadelphia, a member of the staff 
of Governor Stuart, came to this place 
from the camp and made the official 
announcement. Those killed, he an­ 
nounced, were: 
Privates Burt Barber and Milton 
Carver of the Tenth regiment, and 
Private Morrison, Sixteenth regiment. 
The body of Carver was severed In 
twain as though by a sword. The 
greatest confusion prevailed and the 
visitors to the camp as well as many 
of the troopers were panic stricken. 
A lieutenant of the Tenth regiment 
said that at least six troopers were 
killed and over two score Injured. The 
field hospital is crowded with Injured 
and the colonel of the Tenth regiment 
has given up his quarters to those 
who are in immediate need of medical 
assistance. 
The camp Is flooded and the tele­ 
graph wires are prostrated. 
When the storm came up Governor 
Stuart was entertaining a few friends 
In his tent. The storm broke with 
such suddenness and fury that the oc­ 
cupants of the tent found themselves 
entangled In the canvas and ropes in 
an instant, but all escaped serious in­ 
jury. There were nearly fifty men in 
the regimental guard tent of the 
Tenth regiment when the storm broke 
and not one is believed to have es­ 
caped injury. 
The men of the Second brigade, 
whose tents were pitched in the low­ 
lands, were forced to swim to safety. 
Their cots are floating about the 
camp and not a tent of the brigade re­ 
mains intact. 
When the storm swept down upon 
the camp ihere were hundreds of visi­ 
tors present. 
Scores of men and wo- 
men sought shelter in the Y. M. C. A. 
tent. This immense sheet of canvas 
was tossed like a toy balloon in a 
gale of wind, but strangely enough not 
one person so far as knowrn was in­ 
jured. 
The greatest excitement prevailed 
and many troopers who were injured 
could be located only by their cries 
for assistance. All the lights in the 
camp were extinguished by the terrific 
wind. 


Thaw Now la Practically In Solitary 
Confinement. 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y., July 24.—Har­ 
ry K. Thaw, the slayer of Stanford 
White, Is not enjoying the same privi­ 
leges that were his during the early 
part of his stay in the Duchess coun­ 
ty jail. When he first came hero from 
the asylum for the insane at Mattes- 
Wan, Thaw was quartered in tho 
elaborately furnished private apart­ 
ments of Sheriff Chanler. After the 
iheriff’s return from Europe Thaw 
was transferred to the main portion 
of the prison, but for a time he was 
given free run of the jail. 
Recently 
his liberties have been steadily cur­ 
tailed until now he Is kept confined in 
one of the steel corridors in tho main 
prison. Aa there are no other prison­ 
ers in that portion of the jail and 
Thaw Is permitted to receive visits 
Only from his lawyers and his wife, 
he la practically In solitary confine­ 
ment. Mrs. Thaw’s last visit to the 
Jail was made more than two months 
ago. It is the restriction with regard 
to the use of tho telephone that Thaw 
feels moat keenly, however. When 
he had the freedom of tho jail ho 
used the telephone as often as he 
liked, calling his wife, bls lawyers, 
brokers and friends at will. 


Italians Floe From Town. 
Natalbany, La., July 24.—A threat­ 
ened race strife between Italians and 
‘ Americana was averted by the hasty 
flight from this community of about 
1150 Italians, composing nearly the en- 
tire foreign population. The Anteri- 
I can men in Natalbany, numbering less 
than HO, were under arms for about 
I twelve hours, alarmed by reports that 
! Italians intended to attack and dyna­ 
mite the town.

Milwaukee, July 24.—Disgusted over 
the failure of the state Democratic 
convention to accomplish anything, 
fifty or sixty delegates from various 
parts of the state got together and 
agreed to circulate nomination papers 
for a state ticket to be led by A. J. 
Schmitz of Milwaukee. The ticket 
agreed upon by th? caucus is as fol­ 
lows; 
Governor, A. J. Schmitz, Milwaukee; 
lieutenant governor, Burt William*, 
Ashland; secretary of state, Miles T. 
Gittings, Monroe; insurance commis­ 
sioner, William Guillieme, Hartford; 
treasurer, William F. Piersterff, Mid­ 
dleton; attorney general, Evan Evans, 
Baraboo. 
Those at the caucus promised that 
they would take immediate steps to 
put out nomination papers for the men 
mentioned in the above list. 
The Democratic state convention ad­ 
journed sine die after listening to the 
address of Permanent Chairman T. M. 
Cleary of Platteville, in which he 
lauded W. J. Bryan, reviewed the na­ 
tional Democratic platform and scored 
the Republican party. He also advo­ 
cated the election of United States 
•enators by direct vote. 
The platform endorses the Denver 
platform and invites co-operation of 
the electors of Wisconsin in support 
of the national ticket. 
The convention confined it* work 
■Imply to the business set forth in the 
call, that of adopting a platform. 
The state central committee was au­ 
thorized to circulate nomination pa­ 
pers for any state, congressional or 
county candidates to be voted for at 
the primaries in September, when the 
nominees will be chosen by the elec­ 
tors of the state.
